The Sojourners' Spousal Structure (1 Peter 3:1-7) 
Proposition: Here in these verses the Apostle Peter gives two 
characteristics one for the wife and one for the husband that if adopted 
by each spouse can make their home a heaven on earth. 

I. The Sojourning Wife is Submissive (Vs. 1-6) 

A. Submissive by Admonition (Vs. la) 

B. Submissive for Affect (Vs. lb-2) 

C. Submissive as Adorning (Vs. 3-4) 

D. Submissive from Application (Vs. 5-6) 

II. The Sojourning Husband is Sensitive (Vs. 7) 

A. Sensitive Physically (Vs. 7a) 

B. Sensitive Intellectually (Vs. 7a) 

C. Sensitive Emotionally (Vs. 7b-c) 

D. Sensitive Spiritually (Vs. 7d-e) 
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1) ...are the Church and the Family. But more often than not the 
church is more like hell than heaven and the home is more like a 
battle zone than a heavenly throne. Here in these verses the 
Apostle Peter gives two characteristics one for the wife and one 
for the husband that if adopted by each spouse can make their 
home a heaven on earth. 

2) ...are probably twice the person your husband is in integrity and 
ability, just like a many a private in the army is twice the soldier 
the general is, never the less he is a private just the same. Wives 
submit yourself out of obedience to God not your husband. 


3) ...for a meeting with friends. Peter says what will win him is the 
reality of your profession lived out in a chaste (word we get Holy 
from) manner of daily life and reverence for God. Peter says it 
will have an affect! 


4) ...God and man is a meek and quiet spirit. Meek is not weak. 
One of the strongest characters in home is a Godly wife. But that 
strength is not self assertive but power under control. Quiet = is 
peaceful. It is not the attitude: "Buster you one cross word out 
of you and I'll give you more than you can handle!" 




1) ...try this ladies be sure you place your husband near the bed or 
couch so that when you call him lord, he'll fall on something 
soft. Not lord as in God, but lord as in master. Daughters of 
Sarah, to be compaired to Sarah. Notice amazement - it mans 
terror. I thought is amusing that for some wives it may be 
terrifying to submit to a knuckle head like your husband. But it 
may indicate not to be afraid of the unsaved husband that 
would threaten the wife in order to compel her to deny her 
faith. 

2) ...Our predominating characteristic is sensitivity! 
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1) ...with thought and care! 


2) ...and daughters so many times that they have become rock 
hard emotionally. 

3) ...spiritually inept and powerless. It's not from our lack of Bible 
reading, our desire to follow Christ, our time that we spend in 
prayer. It may very well be how we are treating our wives. 

4) ...the wife often is the "thermometer" letting him know what 
that temperature is! Both are necessary. The husband who is 
sensitive to his wife's feelings will not only make her happy, but 
also grow himself and help his children live in a home that 
honors God." I' II tell you, Peter is handing out Golden marital 
advice for both men and women. How are you on these 
characteristics? Wives does the word submission just rub you 
the wrong way? Husbands, does the word sensitivity cause you 
to role your eyes? If so, there is a problem. It needs to be 
resolved tonight. 
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
